Crow Dog went to Fort Niobrara to remain 
until further developments. Trouble is an- 
ticipated. 

A Group of twenty men were stand- 
ing close to the house of J. H. Clyburn, 
near Hartsville, S. C., the other day,when a 
stroke of lightning killed four and wounded 
ten of the number, five of whom were not 
expected tosurvive. There was no storm 
at the time, though a heavy rain fell shortly 
after. 

AT Oroville, Cal., on the 7th, J. T. 
Noakes was taken from jail by a body of 
masked and armed men and conveyed a 
short distance from town and hanged toa 
tree. Noakes murdered an old man named 
A. J. Crumat at Chico, recently, by kicking 
him to death- 

WILLIAM GALE, the English peces- 
trian, has completed in New York his phe- 
nomenal feat of covering 6,000 quarter miles 
in 6,000 consecutive ten minutes, and con- 
tinued on the track until he had added four- 
teen additional quarters to his wondeful 
record. The fastest quarter was made in two 
minutes seven seconds, the slowest in three 
minutes twelve seconds. 

A TERRIBLE railway’ accident hap- 
pened in England on the 8th. The express 
train from Manchester came in collision 
near Blackburn with the Liverpool and 
York express. Five persons were killed and 
twenty-nine severely injured, many of whom 
were not expected to survive. 

Ar Austin, Texas, as Mys. Sneed, an 
estimable lady, wife of 8S. G@. Sneed, Chief 
‘Clerk in the Comptroller’s office, was stand- 
ing on a chair filling the reservoir of a gaso- 
line cooking stove, the hem of her dress ig- 
nited at ove of the jets. She fell from the 
chair to the floor, spilling the inflammable 
oil, which at once ignited and instantly en- 
veloped her in a sheet of flames, and she died 
soon after. 

KoBERT OsboORN and his son were 
riddled with buckshot while on. their 
way home a few days ago in Weakly Coun- 
ty, Tenn. Both were instantly killed. Their 
murderers are unknown, but it is a sug- 
gestive fact that about a month previous the 
Osborns shot and seriously wounded Frank 
Pate and his son Willis, and were out on 

bail, their trial being fixed for the 12th inst.

LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


TuEspAY, August 9, was the hottest 
day ever known in St. Louis. The ther- 
mometer attained a maximum of 105.2 deg. 

A TERRIFIC storm cloud burst over 
Central City, Colo., on the 8th, and immedi- 
ately thereafter a volume of water from four 
to five feet deep rushed down Nevada and 
Eureka s reets, sweeping everything before 
it. Great bowlders weighing nearly a ton 
were rolled around like pebble-stones. Im- 
mense quantities of debris were washed 
down the gulch at an ineredible speed. 
Roadways in the track of the flood were en- 
tirely destroyed. 

JOUN DiLLON has been released from 
jail, and itis said nearly all other persons 
arrested and imprisoned under the Coercion 
act, saye those guilty of participating in 
outrages, will soon be set free. ao 

GEN. RQBERT PATTERSON, a hero of 
three wars, and at one time the largest cot- 
ton manufacturer in the United States, died 
recently at his home in Philadelphia.

It is difficult to lay down laws of gen- 
eral application governing altitude and 
atmosphere in this elevated region. To 
walk up-hill is exhausting; to sing, ab- 
surd and impossible. Yet the *‘burros,”’ 
or tiny Mexican donkeys, are stimulated 
to prolonged vocal exercises unknown 
in lower regions, and make night hide- 
ous with their late concerts ontside the 
tents. Inthe absence of dogs, which 
do not thrive at this altitude, they per- 
form the part of camp-scavengers, de- 
vouring every waste article, from dilap- 
idated clothing to greasy newspapers. 
Otherwise we should be visited by a 
pestilence; for, though ‘every prospect 
pleases,’’? the prospector is certainly 
‘vile.’ The effect of the altitude is 
directly felt upon prices, which are ex- 
orbitantly high; while the rarity of the 
atmosphere is shared by purses, which 
become singularly light. In this place 
of suspension between heaven and ear:h, 
waiches, too, seem to vibrate between 
time and eternity, and become badly 
demoralized in their effort to follow 
both. Occasionally we receive the time 
from Gunnison City by telegraph. What 
remains after loss by the way is then 
distributed, to serve till exhausted, when 
a new supply is obtained in the same 
way as before. Eastern etiquette and 
formality are of necessity dispensed 
with, and to a great degree Eastern 
costume shares their fate. Flannel 
shirts, duck coats, corduroy breeches 
broad-brimmed hats and. the tallest o 
top boots form the prevailing attire.

How the Doctors Went to Washington. 





The ride of the two consulting physi- 
cians to Washington must go into history 
as one of the most remarkable on record. 
Dr. Frank H. Hamilton received the dis- 
aggre summoning him to Washington at 

is house, No. 43 West Thirty-second 
Street, New York. It took him only 
ten minutes to prepare for the journey. 
He left the house at about two o’clock, 
with the remark that he did not know 
when the next train would start, but 
that he would get a carriage and go to 
the ferry, so that he would be rea y to 
take it. The dispatch, which was brief, 
he took with him. He hastened ina 
carriage to the Desbrosses Street ferry, 
where he learned that the first train for 
Washington was over the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at 3:40 o’clock. It would ar- 
rive in Washington at 10720p-m: Some 
time was spent in inquiries as to the de- 
a. of trains on other roads. Ther 

e crossed the ferry and entered the 
Jersey City passenger waiting-room, 
where he was recognized while he was 
making inquiries at the palace-car win- 
dow. Superintendent Jackson, who was 
in his office in another part of the depct, 
was sent for. A very brief time sufliced 
to make him aware of the situation. He 
hurried away from Dr. Hamilton, and 
seven minutes later the latter was rush- 
ing out of the depot on a special train. 
It was 3:10 p. m. when the depot mas- 
ter and the train dispatcher received no- 
tice to be spry. Engine 915, one of the 
best of the ordinary engines, with a five- 
foot driving wheel, was hilched to a new 
Eastlake coach, and at 3:20 it was run 
out of the depot. 

The freight trains were all got out of 
the way one after another on side tracks 
in time to allow the special to roar past 
them without slacking speed, but two 
passenger trains delayed the Doctor fif- 
teen minutes. He arrived at Philadel- 
phia at 5 o’clock, a distance of ninety 
miles in one hundred minutes. The en- 
gineer was A. Vandegrift, and the con- 
ductor H. W. Headley. At Philadelphia 
a stop of but afew minutes was made, 
in which to change engines and allow 
Dr. Agnew to get on the cars. From 
Philadelphia to Wilmington, with a stop 
at Chester and other places, the run was 
made in twenty-seven minute, the dis- 
tance being twenty-six miles. A dispatch 
had been sent to Wilmington for a 
brakeman, aud a man named Hum- 
phreys was detailed to ‘‘make the train.” 
At 5:27 the special came dashing 
through the city at the rate of, at least, 
eighteen miles an hour, and the intrepid 
brakeman stood near the track. He made 
a desperate grab for the rear platform, 
and at the risk of his life succeeded in 
gaining a hand and foothold. The car 
steps were protected by a wire railing,and 
he was carried a considerable di.tance 
clinging on to this before the conductor 
came back and unlocked the gate. The 
train arrived at Washingion at 7:5) p. 
m., an average run from New York of 
almost fifty miles an hour, aud from 
Philadelphia of over fifty-five miles an 
hour. ‘This is the fastest railroad time, 
for the distance and considering te 
stops, on record. —Baliimore Gazelte. 


Cheap Living Abroad. 


Before the era of railroads it was pas- 
sible to find out-of-the-way places where 
one could live on very small sums of 
money. It was the custom in England, 
when a family met with pecuniary mis- 
fortunes, four them to retire to some ob- 
scure place on the Continent, where they 
could live in an economical way until 
their means had increazed so as to be 
enabled to live with their accustomed 
comforts and luxuries. but railways 
have equalized values wherever they 
have penetrated ; and now hotels charge 
about the same rates, and living does not 
differ much, comparing one locality 
with another. But it seems in Italy there 
are still places where the cost of living 
is at a minimum. A correspondent of 
the New York Tribune, living in Italy, 
tells how she and her husband manage 
to get along on about $1.40 a day. On 
this sum they had the attendance of two 
servants, and indulged in a bill of fare 
that was really luxurious. The letter is 
dated from Viariggio, near Leghorn. 
The house the couple lived in was a nice 
one, with seven rooms, and the rent for 
a hundred days was $20.19. There are 
places in this country where rent and 
food are cheap; but the comforts of a 
nicely furnished house, two intelligent 
servants, and a course dinner could not 
be procured for any such sum as that 
asked in Italy.

Another Operation Performed 
Upon the President. 


And Doing Well. a 
Wasmeron, Monday, 8 a. m.—It 
having become necessary to make a 


the improved condition of the Presi- 
dent this morning, shortly after the 
morning bulletin was issued. He 
was etherized, and the incision ex- 
tended downward and forward, and 
& counter opeuing made into the 
track of the ball below the margin of 
the twelfth rib, which it is believed 
will effect the desired object. He 
bore the operation well, and has 
now recovered from the effects of 
the etherization, and is in an ex- 
cellent condition. :

DESCRIPTION OF THE OPERATION. 


The necessity for the operation 
which was performed upon the 
President became apparent to sur- 
xeous yesterday, when they found 
that the drainage-tube of the size 
hitherto used could no longer be 
passed along the track of the bali 
between the ribs. The process of 
granulat:on at that part had gone on 
so far as to partially close the ori- 
fice, and the ribs prevented the 
pushing aside of the flesh, which 
was healing between them, enough 
so that the tube could be introduced. 
The result of this state of things 
was that pus formed in the deeper 
parts of the wound rather faster 
than it could escape through the 
half obstructed opening between 
the ribs, and its gradual accumula- 
tion began to cause disturbance. It 
was therefore decided to muake a 
new opening into the track of the 
ball below the last rib, so that the 
ribs should no longer prevent the 
keeping open of the wound by the 
solid backing which they afforded 
to the granulating flesh between 
them. The operation was perform- 
ed at the request of the other sur- 
gyeons by Dr. Agnew. As soon as 
the patient had been put under the 
influence of either, a long and slight- 
ty curved instrument was introduced 
into the wound, pusbed between the 
ribs and carried downward along 
the track of the bullet antil its end 
vould be felt below the last rib trom 
the outside. Heaving this instru- 
ment in the woundas a guide, Dr. 
Agnew then made an exunter incis- 
ion below the twelfth rib, cutting 
directly through the integument 
until bis knife met the éud of the 
tirst mentioned instrument at a point 
where he wished to intersect the 
track of the ball. The operation 
was not a dificult or dangerous one, 
and the patient bore both it and the 
etherization extremely well. ‘Inere is 
now an opeuing to the deeper parts 
vf the woufd, which does not pass 
between the ribs, und which can al- 
ways be kept free und uuobstructed, 
and po further trouble frou tie accu- 
mulation of pus is anticipated. Since 
the operation the President has res- 
ted quietly, und is now asleep. Hi» 
pulse ut this hour 100, aud be has 
neither fever nor any other unfavor- 
able symptom.

—Capt. Reub. Kolb, of Eufala, Ala., 
pulled from his sixty-five acre water- 
melon patch one day recently, 10,000 
melons, the largest number that was 
ever pulled from a single patch in one 
day in the State of Alabama, if not 
the entire Sonth. 


—A story comes from Bloomington, 
Allegany County, Md., to the effect that 
a few days ago a freight engineer on the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad had a * fall- 
ing out’ with his sweetheart, who lives 
at or near that place, and that the dam- 
sel in revenge oiled the rails on the track 
in front of her swain’s train which was 
struggling up the seventeen-mile grade. 
It is said to have taken the locomotive 
proper, the *‘helper’’ and several tons of 
san to overcome the effects of the girl’s 
strategem. 

—In the South of France caged decoy 
birds have their eyes put out, and they 
sing to the rays of the rising sun, which 
they feel but can not see, and they at- 
tract free birds from the woods. The 
latter birds—thrushes, nightingales, lin- 
nets, woodpeckers, robins, blackbirds, 
vellowhammers, and larks—are merci- 
lessly shot, twenty or thirty at a time, 
and are used for food. There is also 
much netting of these birds. Insects 
are increasing in number. An effort is 
being made to stop the slaughter of the 
birds. 

—A favorite sport in Brazil and the 

West Indies consists in hunting hum- 
ming-birds. The natives arm themselves 
with blow-guns made of reed, perhaps 
only fourteen or fifteen inches long, and 
take pellets of cotton wool; with these 
they so stun the little creatures that they 
fall an easy prey to their pursuers, and 
their beautiful plumage is uninjured. 
Travelers in countries where the hum- 
ming-bird abounds form themselves into 
parties for this sport, and use common 
table salt as shot. Penetrating the skin 
and yet not spoiling the plumage, such 
a charge kills the bird, and great num- 
bers are secured in this manner. 
* —General Longstreet recently, in re- 
sponse to the question **Who was your 
greatest soldier?’’ responded : ‘In many, 
As I have said, 
he was a noble character, but he was 
not a perfect field marshal. He was not 
always cool in the heat of battle, and 
that is really the greatest test of a com- 
mander’s power. General Stonewall 
Jackson not only had perfect control of 
his nerves in battle and out of it, but he 
had the additional merit of being able 
to move his troops with great prompt- 
ness and of executing his plans with 
marvelous decision. Jackson was a 
great field marshal.’’ 

—In the general passenger office of 
the Union Pacific Railway at Omaha 
there is an object which attracts consid- 
erable attention and comment. Itisa 
section of a mountain pine tree, about 
20 or 24 inches in diameter, into which 
the bones of the head and the end of one 
horn of avery large mountain sheep 
have grown. The horns hang over a 
limb, three or four inches thick, which 
evidently was dead when the section 
was cut from the tree—probably killed 
by the weight of the animal’s horns and 
head. The section was cut six feet from 
the roots of the tree, and much specula- 
tion is indulged in as to how the ani- 
mal’s head got into the tree at that 
height. The horns, which are extraor- 
dinarily large, have evidently hung upon 
the small limb thirty or forty years, but 
are in a good state of preservation. The 
tree in which they were found stood 
near the present site of the Ram’s Horn 
Mine, near Chalks, Idaho, and gave the 
name to this discovery, and the suppo- 
sition is that an Indian shot the beast 
and hung the carcass upon the tree, in- 
tending to return for it, but was not able 
to find his way back to the spot after- 
ward made famous by his exploit. The 
rare curiosity was presented to the 
Union Pacific by an Indian mine opera- | 
tor about two years ago, and hundreds 
have called to see it since it was set up 
in the general passenger office. 
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In Fly-Time. 


Doubtless it would be impossible, even 
if it were desirable, to say anything new 
about the house-fly recently arrived and 
now buzzing on the pane. It has pretty 
much all been said. Said in all lan- 
guages, and largely in profane. The fly 
must have been discussed more or less 
in the Sanskrit, Coptic and Syriac, be- 
sides having his character and habits 
dissected in the cuneiform by the early 
lithographers. There was a time when 
the Egyptians must have had a good 
deal to say about him; when he flut- 
tered on the surface of all conversation, 
and was the prevailing scum on every- 


“body's: soup} when, in the’ figurative 


speech of the base-ball field, the. Israel- 
ites would have ‘gone out on the fly”’ if 
Pharaoh hadn't ‘ fumbled’’ and 
‘‘muffed ;°’ when there was no rest for 
the tails of the sacred bulls in the Mem- 
phian temples, and the hotel-keepers of 
Goshen were advertising, ‘No flies here 
this season. Hebrews only invited.’ 
No doubt they discu&sed the fly with 
great energy in Egypt that season. The 
vocabulary of ejaculatory profanity must 
have been gent A expanded and en- 
larged in the progress of time by the 
simple, unaided efforts of this earnest, 
untiring bird. For there are crises in 
every man’s life when he seems to pass 
the point where existing forms of ex- 
pression seem adequate, and in a great 
and stormy burst of emotion he wreaks 
himself upon the vernacular and adds a 
forceful idiom to the mother tongue. 
More often than any other bird the 


. ene house-fly goads the carnal man 


this creative impulse. In this regard 
his equal can not be found in the entire 
yange of ornithology, It is barely pos- 
sible that the bird with teeth which Pro- 
fessor Marsh discovered in the Rocky 
Mountains and endowed with a compo- 
site Greek name as long as an elephant’s 
tusk might have had habit8 which made 
life a burden to the early man whose so- 
ciety he frequented, but we can hardly 
imagine the odontornithos arousing the 
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Troglodyte from his matutinal sluntbers 
by:alighting on his nose and buzzing 
into his countenance the trite and unin- 
teresting announcement that it is sunrise, 
and the first bell has just rang. No bird 
except the honse-fly doesthat. Fancy a 
decent and respectable fowi—say the 
ostrich—doing that sort of thing, and 
then, when his infernal purpose is accom- 
plished, retiring to his perch on the bed- 
post, before you can.get a whack at 
him, to. sharpen his fore-paws and wait 
for youte get to sleep again. Did the 
ostrich have the exasperating habits of 
the fly he would be extiminated. He 
would not be tolerated even in a circus. 
The ostrich, to be sure, is larger than 
the fly, but the principle holds good: 
why should we tolerate in the fly what 
we should resent with a double- 
barreled gun in the ostrich? The truth 
is, we are too tolerant ofthe fly. It has 
often been remarked, but we take leave 
to repeat it here and now, as being in 
season, the fly is altogether too familiar 
on short acquaintance. 

And we are now justin the vestibule 
of the fly season. Weare at the middle 
of July, butthe fly has only just em- 
barked upon his midsummer career. 
Now he winks at us from behind the 
cubes of cut sugar, or flings himself in 
playial gymnastics upon the ebon huckle- 

erry. Already he begins to skate on 
the butter dish and lave his fore-foot in 
theinkstand; he will presently infest 
the cream pot and plange madly into 
the soup. Then come the dog-days, and 
he prevails everywhere. Then one ex- 
perienced fly in a bed chamber will do 
the business of several muezzins, though 
he wakes the sleepers to anything but 
prayer; and a family that keeps a fly 
will have no use for an alarm-clock. 
Then with the comiifg of dawn’s roseate 
hues, the suddenly awakened head of the 
family will wildly fling his hand across 
his nose and say things he will be soory 
for, while the fluttering bird that woke 
him sits on the pillow taking a dry wash 
and musing over the utter depravity of 
mankind. Such are the days that are 
coming; such the experiences that are 
in store. And for the next six weeks at 
least we may be sure that to Mr. Mal: 
lock’s earnest question ‘Is life wortk 
living ?’? the human family will unani 
mously respond, ‘Not in fly-time.”’—WN 
Y. Tribune. 
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A Large Shipment of Gold. 


Over $5,000,000 in broad, salmon col 
ored bars or bricks of gold, occasionally 
darkly tinged with a copper-like coating 
arrived yesterday morning at the Unitec 
States Mint. They came in one hun: 
dred wooden boxes, about two feet 
square and a foot deep. An express 
wagon, with several custodians, carrie¢ 
them, and they were rolled and dumped 
into the weighing room like so muck 
lead. ‘To the men in the Mint the daily 
handling of fabulous sums of the pre- 
cious metals begets an indifference that 
puts it on a par with the commonest 
merchandise. Not an ounce of it, how- 
ever, is free from the closest scrutiny 
while within these walls. Although a 
man may w@lk in from the street and 
stand at a step before the open door of 
the weighing-room vault, where $3U,- 
000,000 is stored, with but a single offi- 
cial in sight, it would need but the 
slightest alarm to have a score of men 
with loaded weapons in their hands 
standing on the spot. Unlike foreign 
mints no display of armed protection to 
the treasure is made, but the precautions 
are nevertheless complete. The large 
consignment yesterday came from the 
Assayer’s oflice in New York. Each 
contained a ‘‘melt,’? or in other words 
the entire refined contents of a crucible, 
each varying in quantity, and every 
brick was numbered: The men who dc 
the heavy work opened the boxes, took 
off the paper wrappings and piled the 
bricks upon the scales. Then the clerk 
weighed them and carried the bricks 
into the’vault. The entire weight was 
266,960.78 ounces Troy, or over eleven 
tons. The actual net weight valuation 
was $5,104,466°31. If any one could 
count thirty dollars every minute and 
keep it up without stopping it would 
take within a fraction of four months tc 
count this amount in coin. In the mint 
all the counting is done by weight and 
measure. Piles of various kinds of coin 
are measured, and if they are of the re- 
quisite number of inches. each way and 
the weight corresponds, the number and 
value is set down far more accurately 
than if the money had been counted by 
the deftest fingers.—Philadelphia Times.

The man will be nobler and larger for 
being associated with so much humanity 
unlike himself, and she will be a nobler 
woman for having manhood beside her 
that seeks to correct her deficiencies 
and supply her with what she lacks, if 
the ot be not too great, and if 
there be real generosity and love in their 
hearts to begin with. The old bride- 
groom, having a much shorter journe 
to make, must associate himself wit 
one like himself. A perfect and com- 
plete marriage is, perhaps, as rare as 
perfect personal beauty. Men and 
women are married fractionally; now a 
small fraction, then a larger fraction. 
Very few are married totally, and they 
only, I think, after some forty or fifty 
years of gradual approach and experi- 
ment.

But a 
real happy marriage of love and -judg- 
ment between a noble man and woman 
is one of the things so very handsome 
that if the sun were; as the Greek s 
fabled, a god, he might stop the world 
to feast his eyes with such a spectacle. 
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HOME AND FARM. 


—Cocoanut Caramels.—Two cups of 
ted cocoanyt, one cup of sugar, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, the whites of 
three e beaten stiff; bake on a but- 
tered paper in a quick oven. 

—A large and rich cake is made from 
this recipe: One pound each of sugar, 
flour, chopped raisins, sliced citron and 
blanched almonds, three-quarters cf a 
pound of butter, ten eggs, one wine- 
glassful of brandy, a teaspoonful of 
mace. Make with care, and watch 
closely while baking. 

—It is said that if a cucumber vine is 
trained to run up a stake on which a few 
stubs of limbs have been left along its 
whole length, the crop will be enormous. 
By this plan the vines not only occupy 
less space, but are afforded opportunity 
to follow their natural habit of climb- 
ing up, instead of running on the ground. 

—Tomaté Catsup—Boil one-half 
bushel of tomatoes three honrs; strain 
out the skins and seeds; to the remain- 
der add three pints of vinegar, one-half 
pound of salt, one-fourth pound of black 
pepper, one ounce of Cayenne pepper, 
one-fourth pound of allspice, one ounce 
of ground cloves, two pounds of brown 
sugar. Boilone hour. I have never 
seen any catsup to equal this, and have 
kept the above secret 35 years till now. 

—Cucumber pickles.—Five hundred 
small cucmbers, three gallons vinegar, 
three quarts of salt, six ounces alum, 
two ounces allspice, quarter pound black 
pepper, one ounce cloves, horseradish 
cut in strips, sugar according to the 
strength of the vinegar. Put the cu- 
cumbers and horseradish in alternate 
layers in a large stone jar, then put the 
salt over them, and cover with boiling 
water. Let them stand 24 hours in the 
brine, then pour off the brine and rinse 
in cold water. Boil spices and vinegar, 
and pour over them. 


—To make pickled peaches, take sev- 
en pounds of sugar to one quart of vine- 
gar; heat, and drop the peaches in, and 
cook until you can pierce them easily 
with a broom splint or a silver fork; 
stick two or three cloves in the peaches 
before cooking them; put sticks of cin- 
namon in the vinegar, or put ground 
cinnamon in a little muslin bag and put 
in the jar. This quantity of sugar and 
vinegar is sufficient for two ordinary- 
sized baskets. Some cooks take the skin 
off the peaches and turn hot vinegar 
and sugar over them for two or three 
mornings; but I prefer them, as the lit- 
tle girl said she did, ‘‘cloth and all.” 

—Professor Law says that ‘‘the great 
majority of ringbone in young horses 
come from the failure to shorten the 
toes.” To this may be added that ring- 
bone is apt to be formed if colts are al- 
lowed to stand on a plank floor, or any- 
where else where the footing is hard, 
during the first eighteen months of their 
age. Whether in stable or yard during 
this period let them have earth for 
standing or walking, free from stone or 
gravel. If their summer pasture is a 

ravelly soil, or even stony, it is not ob- 
jectionable, because the colt will always 
pick out springy turf enough to stand 
and walk on without injury to his feet, 
legs or joints. 

—Quack grass is one of the most diffi- 
cult pests to eradicate; ordinary culti- 
vation, that which answers for most 
weeds, only causes it to grow with un- 
usual vigor. This comes from the na- 
ture of the plant, it having long under- 
ground stems, with roots and shoots 
springing from every joint, or capable 
of so doing should the stock be cut in 

ieces by the passing cultivator. The 
eading methods of eradication are: to 
use a flat-toothed cultivator, one that 
will shave the ground instead of running 
deep, and pass it an inch or so below 
the surface; this cuts off all shoots as 
they start up, but does not divide the 
horizontal running root-stocks. The 
plants die of exhaustion in endeavoring 
to throw up stems to bear leaves and 
seeds. The second method is to use a 
grubber, and tear the plants bodily 
from the soil, when they are gathered 
by the use of « long-toothed rake, and 
burned. 
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The City Farmer. 


When formerly a city man who had 
made his ‘‘pile,’’ and, as he drove 
through the country and became fas- 
cinated with the beauty of the growing 
crops and things in general, would make 
up his mind to try his hand at so pleas- 
ant a business—his actions were care- 
fully watched by the old farmers and 
his many blunders laughed at. He was 
not satisfied to have things after the 
fashion of the general farmer, he must 
have them all much nicer and better, 
and then he couldn’t help but succeed. 
He bought imported cattle, sheep, swine, 
chickens and what not, the finest and 
most expensive implements and farm 
machinery, some of which had scarcely 
been read of by agriculturists generally. 
He hauled his manure from the city by 
scores of loads; guano was applied pro- 
fusely and everything done on a scale 
that threw all his neighbors entirely in 
the shade. When they protested against 
a great geal of this useless expenditure 
and waste of labor he would reply that 
he had his own ideas about matters and 
things, and as he thought they were an 
improvement on the old fogyisms of the 
day, he would try what he could do, 
having no doubt of his entire success, 
and others would be glad to follow him; 
but no success followed, atleast, not in 
the shape or to the extent expected. 
The next year was still less ‘satisfactory, 
as several of his fine cattle died from 
over-feeding. The following year the fly 
got into “his wheat so as to leave not 
more than one stalk standing where 


there ought to be twenty.. The worms 
destroyed his apples. His*potatoes rot- 
ted. roving, worthless dogs killed 


or mangled twenty of his Southdown 
sheep in a single night. The lightning 
burnt down his barn. Hence, at the end 
of five years he found that there was 
neither. ure nor profit in farming— 
in fact, he Was quite sure of it. His fam- 
ily complained, too, of being away from 
the city,.4rom their friends, from par- 
ties, operas and theaters, and were ter- 
ribly tired, anyhow, of the country. 
Papa, therefore, backed by his family, 
who had*come out with such eagerness 
into thespure atmosphere of the hills 
and valleys, sold out everything at half 
its val ouses, lands, stock, crops, 
household goods and everything else, 
root and branch, losing from $15,000 to 
$20,000, and went back from whence he 
came, a wiser, if not aricher man.— 
Denver Inter: Ocean. 


Love Letters., 





fvlitical economists, says an ex- 
change, do not approve of love letters. 
Malthus and such like grumpy old char- 
acters condemn lovers and all their do- 
ings in the lump, and love letters are 
naturally included in this sweeping dis- 
ineuovel. But things are evened up 
Mby the fact that lovers, on their part, 
when they happen to stop in their love- 
makin 


their condemnation of political econo- 
mists. And the lovers, under all cir- 
cumstances, are ready to affirm unhesi- 
tatingly that next to tulking about love 
to each other, writing about love to each 
other is altogether the most perfect joy 
that earth affords. While the love let- 
ters are fresh and new, just off the fire 
as it were, even other than political 
economists are prone to regard them as 
lack-wit utterances which are instructive 
only in that they show how abstract of 
reason the head of man may become 
when the heart of man is overfull of 
love. The billings and cooings being 
set down on paper are viewed by an un- 
prejudiced third party with a contempt 
that may be light and good humored, or 
that may be cold and cynical. Yet let 
these same love letters be kept for 
a while, and how changed does their 
condition become—how different is the 
feeling that reading them will arouse! 
The lapse of five, ten, fifteen years will 
not affect their meaning; but when they 
have been laid away for half a century 
or more the hallowing influence of time 
will have done its work —will have made 
what once was commonplace, even 
ridiculous, sacred. There is such a pa- 
thetic contrast between the pale ink, the 
frayed and faded paper, and the fresh 
tumultuous heart beats which tremble 
in the written words; between the prom- 
ises of eternal constancy of a love that 
never shall grow cold and these dry 
wisps of paper which have yet left in 
them more of warmth and life than sur- 
vive in the eternal love that has grown 
temporal in death and is chilled forever 
in the grave! And even when not sanc- 
tified by years, love letters take on them 
® new and serious complexion when one 
of the lovers is dead and gone. There is 
such: an excess of vitality in what is 
written that death seems almost unrea- 
sonable; a fact that has asserted itself 
in the face of an impossibility, and this 
is staggering because it is so utterly un- 
expected and incomprehensible. And 
yet the love letters which are thus rever- 
enced in no wise differ from those which 
political economists condemn and the 
rank and file of humanity make free to 
scoff at. The change in the tenor of 
the criticism is not the result of any 
change in the facts; it comes because 
those who criticise are swayed by a cer- 
tain tenderness of heart that can not 
come to out meet a living love, but that a 
dead love rarely fails to inspire. And 
in that this feeling exists universally 
there is ground for believing that the 
political economists are all wrong-—-that 
even the humblest love letter, when en- 
nobled-by the sorrow that comes with 
death, is a ey thing, since it is the out- 
pouring: of the profoundest instinct 
known to the human heart. 





—Col. John Burch, the Secretary of 
the Senate, who died lately in Washing- 
ton, was a native of Georgia. He was 
graduated at Yale College in 1847; ad- 
mitted to the Bar and practiced for three 
years in Murray County, Georgia; 
moved to Chattanooga, Tenn., in 1850; 
was elected Assemblyman and State 
Senator, and finally Speaker of the lat- 
ter body; became chief editor of the 
Nashville American in 1859; enlisted as 
a private in the Confederate army; was 

adually promoted until he became a 

olonel; resumed the practice of law 
in Nashville; purchased a controlling 
interest in the American in 1869; was 
Controller of the State in 1873; became 
Secretary of the United States Senate in 
1879, and held that office at the time of 
his death. 
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—A Vermont father had a lazy, shift- 
less son who everybody said ought to 
have gone out and fed swine on a small 
salary, but who refused almost to feed 
himself. Everybody agreed that he 
was a good-for-nothing, and one day 
the old man ambled him out of the 
house on the toe of his boot.
